MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council: 
In addressing you at this time I 


will first say, with no intention of 
flattery, that F am justified in stat- 
ing, that the body which tonight 
dissolves and is succeeded by a 
new council, is entitled to the com- 
mendation of all thinking citizens, 
This is the first Council to take the 
rins of City government under our 
amended Charter, making the second 
Monday in January the beginning of 
the year. By virtue of the change 
we will be in readiness to start up- 
cn the year's work in better season 
and better prepared than hereto. 
fore, and the citizens of our city 
are aware of the fact and look to 
us for even greater accomplish- 
ments than in the past, and I 
humbly say to you, let us not dis- 
appoirmt the people let us make the 
coming year a record breaker for 
progress and improvement. I do 
not mean that we are to be called 
upon to expend more money or be 
in any way extravagant, but work- 
ing together and pushing harder, 
we may be able to move a greater 
load with the same expense, to the 
end that Lansing will not only be 
recognized as one of the leading 
cities of the land, but the leading 
City. With this object in view I 
submit some recommendations. 


BUDGET, 

The various departments are ready 
with estimates on their year’s re- 
quirements, and we should get the 
gweneral budget passed during this 
month. 


ASSESSOR'S DEPARTMENT. 

The growth of the City has made 
absolutely necessary additional help 
in the Assessor's Department, pro- 
vision should be made to supply 
this department with fleld books 
drawn to actual scale, and for the 
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installation of card index system; 
we should also arrange with the 
County Register of Deeds office for 
the securing of all transf?rs record- 
ed, so that records in this depart- 
ment will be kept up to date. 


KUILDING INSPECTOR, 


Attention should be wiven to De- 
partment of Building inspection. 
This department receives annually 
in fees for building permits approx- 
imately four times the entire cost 
of the department to the City. If 
no further assistance is provided to 
render more adequate inspection, 
then the fees for building permits 
should be materiaily reduced. The 
present Building Code was passed 
to safeguard the investment in 
homes, and at tie time of passage 
it was contemplated to expand the 
inspection department to enforce all 
of its provisions. The fee for build- 
ing permit was based on the pos- 
-s'ble inspection requirements -during 
the course of construction of a 
buiiding. The applicant for a build- 
ing permit does not get the service 
he peys for, we should either cut 
down the fee or vender the service. 


rr AN COMMISSION. 

There is imperative need for a 
Plan Commission, and I hope your 
Honorable Body, through your Com- 
mittee on Legislation will recom- 
mend the adoption of such amend- 
ments and ordinances as will pro- 
vide for such a board and their 
duties. 


SEWERS. 


One of the first big problems that 
1eceived careful analysis by the 
Lansing Plan Commission was the 
sewer system, a very careful survey 
of possible requirements and needs 
opproximated, detailed specifications 
were made and plans drawn up by 
the Engineer’s Department. Sev- 
eral units of this plan, namely: 
trunk line sewers, have been com- 
pleted; two big projects of this plan 
are yet to be accomplished, that is, 
the linking up of these trunk line 
sewer outlets at the river by in- 
tercepting sewers and the estab- 
lishment of a sewage disposal plant. 
Portions of each one of these pro- 
jects should be built each year, 
rather than defer the work until 
we are forced to assume a burden 
of the total expense for completiou 
of the sewer system ina short period 
of time and we should provide nec. 
essary funds to cover that part of 
work wecan reasonably do this year. 
These sewers were planned, antici- 
pating the constriction of intercept- 
ing sewers along the bank or in the 
bed of the river. Four or five blocks 
of this sewer could be constructed 
this year, and an equal or greater 
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amount each year hereafter until all 
of the sewers now emptying into 
the river would be connected up. 
A suitable location should be ac- 
quired for a sewage disposal plant. 


PAVING, 


Our paving program for 1925 has 
been financed. Petitions are on 
file for five miles of paving not in- 
cluded in the last bond issue. In 
order to get these streets ready for 
paving by putting in ithe necessary 
underground work and allow 
trenches to settle, provision should 
be pee now for financing the 
work. 


URRIDGES, 

Saginaw Street Bridge is inade- 
quate on this important thorough- 
fare and provision should be made 
to replace it. 


GRADE SEPARATION, 


Another problem that received 
studious consideration by the Plan 
Commission, was the matter of 
Giade Separation at Ratlroad Cross- 
ings. A very comprehensive and 
detailed plan was included in the 
final report of the Plan Commis- 
sion to City Council. The neces- 
sity for these grade separations ir 
far greater now than when the 
Commission made its report five 
years ago, and a definite plan of 
1ocedure, also a schedule for fund- 
ng the city’s proportion of expense 
should be given early consideration 
by your honorable body. 

We should complete the opening 
and extending of Saginaw Street 
East through to Grand River Road. 
‘This, with improvements now under 
Way on Kalamazoo Street will af- 
ford material reijef to traffic con- 
gestion on East Michigan Avenue. 


CITY WARDS 
I submit for your earnest consid- 
ovation the proposition of rearran;;- 


ment of Ward lines. I would sug- 
gest we have not less than twelve 
wards, with one alderman from each 
ward, three to be elected each year 
for a period of four years, this will 
provide all parts of the city with a 
rore equal representation in your 
honorable body and permit uninter- 
rupted continuance of City busines. 


WELFARE D&eVARTMENT. 


Alleviating suffering. ziving aid 
for indigent rellef whether material, 
medical or surgical, is a public duty, 
and we cannot evade it by curtail- 
ing appropriations to those depart- 
ments of City Government charged 
with various phases of this work. 
We could materially lessen the ne- 
cessity of organizations dependent 
aclely upon voluntary contributions 
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from the public to carry on char- 
itable work, by expanding our Poo" 
Department, to a Weélfare Depart- 
mient, and dfspensing all such aid 
aiter application for same has been 
thoroughly investigated and ap- 
proved, 


CITY HALL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Immediate steps should be taken 
to provide more space for different 
departments at the City Hall. The 
Engineer's Department, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Garbage 
Department. Department of Building 
Inspector, City Comptroller, City 
Park and Cemetery Department al) 
require more room. The congestion 
in some of these departments is 
such that the public is inconveni- 
enced and there is no space to file 
and preserve valuable records. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Unquestionably we have one ot 
the best and most efficient Police 
Departments of any city of our 
population in the country, taking 
into’ consideration the number of 
men employed. I am strong in the 
belief that the presence of a uni- 
lormed policeman in the proper dis: 
charee of his duty, is a strong fac- 
tor In maintaining peace and good 
order in a community. This has 
been demonstrated and proven in 
our own City by placing patrolmen 
in certain districts from which 
many complaints came prior to the 
patroling of the same, I sincerely 
recommend that the Police Depart- 
ment be given not only moral sup- 
port, but more men to cover some 
ef the territory in our City not now 
sufficiently patroled. 


PARKS, 


Lansing is getting some valuable 
publicity as a city through the de 
velopment and use of its parks. 
Special mention should be made for 
the generous gifts and co-operation 
of Col. Fred Shubel and Richard 
Scott and the Reo Motor Car Com- 
rany ard Governor Groesbeck and 
the Stete Roards for the material 
Pid and assistance given by them 
during the past year in the addi- 
tion of new park land. 

Attention must be given the mat- 
ter -.of river bank improvement to 
meet the growing demand for such 
work. The city should give this 
matter serious consideration and it 
is my opinion that your Honorable 
Body should lose no real opportu- 
nity tending toward the improve- 
ment and beautification of river 
bank property. 

Becauere of the acquisition of land 
during the paat year which is suit- 
able for recreation, tne City should 
he able, without great expense, to 
develop and offer to the people an 
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opportunity for additional outdoor 
recreation. 

The gradual elimination of und>- 
sirable street trecs and the planting 
of desirable varieties is to be en- 
couraged. 

Favorable comment must also be 
made in the decided improvement at 
Mt, Hope Cemetery and I favor the 
gradual improvement of this prop- 
erty. 

I look forward to a very success- 
ful year and assure you of my sup- 
port on any project that Is for the 
best interest of our city.

Eighteen car loads of calcium 
ch’noride were oought and the great- 
er part of it spread on the streets 
(a small portion of it being sold 
for private use) thereby doing away 
with much of the sprinkling of for- 
mer years and being more satisfac- 
tory. This refers only to the dirt 
streets .the brick pavements being 
taken care of by the motor sprink- 
lers constantly ‘n use durin the 
summer.” One thousand six hundred 
and twenty-three excavation per- 
mits have been listed, and inspec- 
tions made. 

Each &f our two Austin aweepers 
tuke up an average of twenty yards 
of dirt per day and thia is taken 
care of by the Ford truck bought 
last spring: as to the alleys — we 
have many comp'aints, but it is an 
‘possibility to keep them clean 
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on account of the many cars parked 
in them, When the snuw comes, it 
is being removed as quickly as pos- 
sible by the thirty-one sanow plows 
in use, trucks, and hand labor, but 
you must remember that all snow 
connot be taken from all parts of 
all streets at once. It Is difficult to 
keep the crosswalks clean on ac- 
cvunt of the traffic, and those who 
want the snow removed from the 
gutters forget how we are handi- 
capped by the cars that are parked 
there. No one can realize what we 
are “up against" trying to please 
everybody, as for instance: A short 
time ago when the sidewalks were 
icy, followed by snow, our tele- 
phones were constantly ringing, 
about an equal number of com- 
Plaints because the snow was not 
being cleaned off from the walks, 
and complaints because the snow 
was being removed so that the ice 
Was exposed, Each year the clean- 
up week is taken care of in a more 
a} stematic way; the reason is that 
we hire a treater number of trucks, 
and the people heip by collecting 
their rubbish ready for the trucks, 
instead of waiting until after the 
tcrritory has been covered and then 
complaining tha’ they have been 
“skipped.” The public dump west 
wf the city is open each day from 
reven in the morning until five at 
right, and the man in charge is 
Kept busy all of the time. It will 
not be long before the city will 
have to make arrancements.for an- 
other location, as this will soon be 
entirely filled up. 

Approximately $40,000 wa report- 
ed to the assessors for the Decem- 
ber tax rolla for artificial stone 
sidewalk built ond repaired in front 
of private property, and about $2, 
000 will appear on the July, 1925, 
rolls: in addition to this, cross- 
walks (including brick ones repair- 
ed) alley walks, street intersections 
and approaches were built, also re- 
niaced after curb waa. built. to the 
amount of $4,816.94: $477.35 # £for 
walk at Detention Hospital ,over 
$1,000 replacing walk broken by 
water maire beine leid, about $1,- 
700 for walk rensired after paving 
and sewer. for M. E. R.. and other 
amall miscellaneous jobs, making 

Three mrintainers have been in 
use, and when beurht early in the 
Season & maintainer fund was cre- 
ated and I am reporting to the 
comptroller $567.94 to be charged 
to various jobs, and credited back 
to this fund. 


The drinking fountains througa- 
cut the city nesd constant attention; 
many repairs are needed for them, 
both on account of the natural de- 
preciation and from the damage 
rione to them by boys, Who seem to 
celteht in placing something inside 
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that will plu~ them up and cause 
an overflow. Before freezing 
weather comes they must be shut 
off, and in the spring I often have 
insistent calls to turn on the water 
before it is safe to do 30, on ac. 
count of the weather. 

Many improvements have been 
made at the City Market; the alley 
west of the building has becn grad- 
ed, 150 loads of dirt having been 
removed: the fence was erected at 
small expense as most of the ma- 
terial used, was discarded from the 
River Street bridge. I supervised 
the erection of the new fence at the 
City Shop, and this means that 
eighteen willow trees with their 
strong roota were removed, and each 
of the thirty-seven posts set were 
boxed around with cement. 

The usual amount of weeds were 
eut during the summer, one of the 
most annoying of jobs, the most of 
this work is given to older men 
who cannot do h£rd work, but any 
way it is managed, there is com- 
piaint all summer about cutting 
them, and about not cutting them. 
Many street signs are broken by 
cars and trucks crashing against 
them; fifty of those erected in 1923 
have already been replaced and 
more than fifty more are now wait- 
ing to be atteended to, and this con- 
tinues all of the time, and of 
course all new streets opened, need 
new signs at once. 

For each election the building and 
erecting of yoting botths, looking 
after the heating and lighting of 
seme, placing the flags, and storing 
the equipment, are among my du- 
ties: during the year two hundred 
new booths were built at a cost 
of less than five dollars each, 

$20,722.37 has been collected and 
deposited with the city treasurer; 
of this amount $7,892.62 was credit- 
ed to the Service Department, $33,- 
436.61 to the gasoline fund, #$1.- 
762.76 to the Public Works Depart- 
ment, the remainder to miscella- 
neous funds; our one-third of the 
receipts from the penny weighing 
scales in the Franklin Avenue and 
City Hall rest rooms amounted to 
$260.34, The labor pay rolls for this 
perlod totaled $141,689.54 and 
vouchers for material and labor In 
addition to the pay rolls have 
amounted to over $117,931.37 for the 
Public Works Department. The la- 
bor payrolls for the Service De- 
partment totaled $15,492.84. I men- 
tion these service items as the cler- 
ical work for that department is 
done in my office, 

At the present time our tools anid 
machinery are benig repaired ready 
for next season's work.

-The reports of the Gas Inspector 
for the week ending January . 31,

Honorable Mayor and City Coun- 
Cll, 
Gentlemen: 

In response to the request made 
At last meeting of the council that 
[ prepare an amendment to the 
Charter relative to the Ward High- 
way Fund, I submit to you the 
following: 

Section 144 of the Charter as 
originally adopted, provided = that 
the city council should make up its 
Budget for all the several funds of 
the city, the total of which should 
not exceed seven mills on the dol- 
lar (exclusive of the principal and 
interest on the indebtedness of the 
city.) It further provides that the 
city council shall determine’ the 
amount necessary. to he collected, 
for Ward and Highway purposes in 
each of the several wards the 
amount not to exceed more than 
Four Thousand five hundred dollars 
in one ward, and that said ward 
fund be assessed as agalnst each 
ward. 

Unquestionably the Ward Fund 
Was created for the purpose of 
raising money in excess of the 
seven mills, as might he needed In 
each ward, owing to the fact that 
the limit had been )assed at seven 
mills the amount that might be 
necessary to ralse for all city pur- 
poses would exceed the limit of 
seven mills. 

This Section has been amended 
on two different occasions, the last 
amendment belng April 7th, T1919; 
the amendment provides: “The city 
council] may raise by tax ,to be 
levied upon the real and personal 
nroperty within the City of Lan- 
eing, guch amounts 30 determined 
hy the council and permitted by law 
on the assessed vaulation of real 
And personal property.” .« 

At the second session of the 
Legislature of the State of Michli- 
gan, the said Legislature passed 
Act No. 6 Section 4 Subdivision A 
of the same reads as follows: Each 
elty may In its Charter provide; 
“For Annually levying and collect- 
ing taxes in a sum not to exceed 
2 ner cent of the assessed valuation 
of all real and personal property 
in the city.” So by reason of the 
charter, as it is now amended and 
the Statute of the State of Michi- 
gan, the city may levy a tax of 2 
ner cent, and so there is no real 
necesaitv of ratsing A separate 
Ward Fund as heretofore 

However, should ‘he city -desire 
to maintain'the Ward Highway 
Fund proposition, I would recom- 
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mend that the present charter be 
amended, so that sald fund be 
spread at large upon the city, for I 
am clearly of the opinion, that the 
on method ia wrong and un- 
us 

The streets of the city are open 
to the’ public, each and every one 
enjoys the use and benefit thereof 
regardless of an imaginary Ward 
line, and there can be no good rea- 
son given why the burden should 
not be equally borne in this regard. 

I would suggest that the Charter 
be so amended .that the tax be 
levied upon the city and the coun- 
cil be authorized to distribute the 
same between the wards as their 
needs may demand. This last pro- 
position would obviate the present 
evil. 

I respectfully submit the forego- 
ing proposition to this council, and 
suggest that they indicate as to the 
manner they wish to have this 
amendment drawn,

and not for Diphtheria or possibly 
other diseases. This leads to a 
wreat deal of dissatisfaction from 
many sources, We are called upon 
to take in patjents from East Lan- 
sing, Michigan Agricuitural College, 
Township of Lansing and trom the 
State Institutions as School for 
Blind and Industrial School also 
from the local hospitals who have 
patients from outside of Ingham 
County and beside all these the 
contagion of our own city. 

The problem of transferring a 
ward from Scarlet to Djphtheria 
devolves a great deal of work in the 
Hospital as the room has to he 
thoroughly cleaned. 

In summary | would say the I[n- 
stitution is not big enough and 
should be enlarged either by the 
construction of another building or 
another story erected on the top of 
the present building.

Honorable Mayor Doughty, 
City of Lansing, Michizan, 
My Dear Sir. 

Some weeks ago a representative 
of the Clay: Products Association 
made a requert of one of the men 
employed In this department for a 
statement covering the use of con- 
crete and clay pipe for sewers in 
this City. During the writer's ab- 
sence, a letter was dictated and 
Siven to him which did not com- 
pletely or clearly set forth the 
Situation here, From this letter, 
one would infer that concrete pipe 
is not and never has been used for 
any kind of sanjtary sewer work 
in this City. Just as soon as we 
learned of the letter, we asked that 
it be withdrawn and the statements 
corrected. 

Evidently the withdrawal was not 
made, because a copy of this letter 
Was given us today as having been 
presented to your Council, and it 
apparently has had some determin- 
ing influence on the awarding of a 
sewer pipe contract. 

Concrete pipe is used exclusively 
in this City for all of the larger 
sizes of sewers It {8s used exclu- 
sively for storm sewers in this City, 
and it has been used occasionally in 
some of the smalle. sanitary sewers. 
There has been, in past, specifich- 
tions in thje d=partment to award 
contracts for small sanitary pipe to 
the vitrifled products companies, but 
on occasions. concrete pipe has been 
substituted in these same lines, 
and our records do not indicate that 
we have had any irouble which can 
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be directly tracseatle to the use of 
this pipe. We have had, of course, 
complaints because of sewer stop- 
page, failure, etc., on various oc- 
casluns, but «hese occur in vitrified 
sewers just the same as in any 
others. 

We regret that the information 
which was contained in the letter 
which was unauthorized, did not 
elve exactly .he clear set-up that 
we have here, and that it had any 
influence whatever in changing the 
AWAIG ci your contract for sewer 
pipe from that which it might have 
been, had the letter not been writ- 
ten.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was in- 
troduced by Ald. Fowler, read a 
first and second time and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordiance to regulate traffic 
and the use of carts, wagons, drays, 
coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, motor- 
eycles, automobiles and every des- 
cription of carriage, motors and 
vehicles propelled or driven by mo- 
tive power or otherwise on any of 
the streets of the city of Lansing. 
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THE CITY OR LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. The word “street” jn 
this ordinance shall mean and in- 
clude any public road, street, lane, 
alley and other means of communi- 
cation for travel within the city of 
Lansing, and within any of its pub- 
lic parks, and the word “ychicle” 
shall include any conveyance, in- 
cludjng a horse. Hand or foot pro- 
pelled conveyances and skaters are 
regulated as vehicles when on the 
roadway and as pedestrians when 
on the sidewalk and crossing the 
ruadway on the cross walks. 


Section 2. Every driver, operator 


or person in charge of any vehicle 


driven or operated upon any streets 
within the city of Lansing shall, in 
driving or operating such vehicle, 
conform to and observe the rules 
herejnafter defined, “ 
Section 3. The driver or operator 
of every motor driven vehicle shall 
have a chauffeur's or operator's 
state license, <All vehicles shall be 
driven in a careful manner and with 
due regard for the safety and con- 
venience of pedestrians, and no 
motor vehicle shall be driven or 
operated upon any street by any 
person who is less than fourteen 
vears of age, nor shall any person, 
firm or corporation owning or pos- 
sessing any motor vehjele suffer or 
permit any person less than four- 
teen vears of age to drive or operate 
such motor vehicle upon any street 
within the city of Lansing. No 
person shall drive or opvrate any 
motor vehicle while under the in- 
Nuence of liquor or other stimulant. 
No person shall drive any vehicle 
across or into any safety zone, No 
person shall drive on the right side 
of any vehicle when overtaking it. 
T'rovided, however, that in passing 
street cars proceeding in the same 
direction all vehicles shall at all 
times, pass said street cars on the 
right side thereof, All vehicles 
meeting shall pass each other to 
the right. Drivers shall be govern- 
ed by conditions of the particular 
occasion and may be deemed reck- 
less even though proceeding at the 
apeed within the limit allowed by 
law, Which shall not be Ereater 
than fifteen miles per hour in the 
business portions of the city and 
not @reater than twenty miles per 
hour in all other portions thereof. 
Section 4, Drivers or operators of 
yehicles, before turning, stopping or 
changing their course, shall. make 
sire that. such movement can be 
made with safety, and before so 
doing shall give a timely warning 
signal to other drivers by extending 
the arm beyond and outside of the 
side of the vehicle. holding the same 
in such position for a sufficient time 
to appraise approaching drivers of 
vehicles of his intention to change 
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his course or stop, as the case may 
be. Any vehicle driving into anoth- 
tr street to the right shail turn the 
corner as near to the right-hand 
corner as practicable, Vehicles 
driving into the street to the left 
shall pass to the right of and be- 
yond the center of the street inter- 
section before turning, Vehieles 
crossing from one side of the street 
to the other shall do so by turning 
to the Jeft so as to head in the same 
direction as the traffic on that side 
of the street toward which the 
crossing is made. Vehicles moving 
slowly must keep as close to Lhe 
right-hand curb as possible, allow- 
Ing muore swiftly passing vehicles 
passare to the left. No vehicle shall 
have the right of way through any 
procession or parade without the 
permission of a police officer, ex- 
cept vehicles carrving United States 
mail, No vehicle shall cross any 
street upon which there is any traf- 
fic offcer, without the permission 
of such officer, and if the traffic siz- 
nal is against the driver, whether 
un officer is present or not, he must 
bring his car to a full stop, at the 
near edge of the crosswalk or lot 
line until signaled to procecd by the 
trafic officer, or trafle signal except 
in case such vehicle is makine a 
rithi-handed turn onto the inter- 
secting street. No vehicle shall rv- 
main backed up to the curb unless 
for the purpose of loading or un- 
loading, and In such case no longer 
than the usual loading or unloadiny 
requires. Any horse or horses at- 
tached to the vehicle backed up to 
the curb shall be turned at right 
angles to the vehicle, and in the 
direction in which the traffic on that 
side of the street is moving. No 
yehicle shall stop with its left side 
to the curb within the boundaries of 
the city. 

qanection 5. The driver or operator 
of every vehicle shall give some 
plain or audible sixnal of his ap- 
proach to other vehicles or pedes- 
trains upon the atreects. No driver 
or operator shall drive past o street 
ear Which is stopped to take on or 
let off passengers, oxeept at such 
crossings where a trafic officer is 
stationed, or where there is a raised 
loading platform. No vehicle shall 
be driven with its muffler open, 
Heavily laden and slow mov ines 
vehicles shall not be driven abreast 
upon the strevt, but one must fol- 
low the other and keep as near io 
the right hand curb as possible. 
No vehielo shall stand on any strect 
exeept within two feet of the curb, 
whether parked or in the presence 
of the driver or operator. 


Section 6 All vehicles shall. ox- 
ecpt as hereinafter provided, be 
parked pnralle) to and within two 
feet of the curb, provided that on 
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streets which are not equipped with 


ua curb that such vehicles shall park 


parallel te and within two feet of 
the putter line, Provided further, 
that all vehicles shall be parked 
parallel and on but one side of the 
following streets, viz.: on May street 
between Larch street and Penn- 
a¥ivania avenue, on the south side 
of May strect: on Ottawa street

Provided further, that on 
Turner street from Franklin avenue 
to Clinton street and on Washing- 
ton avenue north from a point 68 
feet south of Franklin avenue, and 
north to Willow street, all vehicles 
shall be parked at an angle of 45 
degrees. No vehicles shall be park- 
ed for a djstance of thirty feet in 
front of the entrance of hotels, pro- 
vided that the chief of police causes 
suitable “No Tarkineg” signs to he 
placed in front of said hotel en- 
trances. No vehicles shall double 
park on any street. No vehicle shall 
stop on any crosswalk. No vehicle 
shall park within fifteen feet of any 
fire hydrant. Every vehicle, when 
left standing on any street if not in 
the immedjate presence or eontrol 
of the driver or operator shall, if 
propelled by horse, the said horse 
shall be hitched, and if a motor 
vehicle, shall have its engine ofr 
other propelling mechanism or mvw- 
tive power stopped and not running. 
No vehicle shall be parked in any 
of the streets in the city for a 
longer period than four consecutive 
hours, between & p. m. and 6 a. m. 
Section 7. If the city council 
shall require street cars operating 
upon any street or streets to make 
near-side-stops ,so-called, it shall in 
such case be unlawful upon any 
such street or streets for vehicles 
to drive within six feet off any 
street car track, upon the right- 
hand side thereof in the going dir- 
ection, for a distance of cighty feet 
approaching any near-side side- 
walk crossing, and in such case it 
shall be unlawful to park or stop 
any vehicle within a corresponding 
distance of eighty feet upon such 
right-hand side, Such reserved 
space or safety zone shall be auita- 
bly marked or indicated at such 
points and in such magner as the 
board of police and flre commission- 
ers shall determine. : 
Section 8 Each automobile and 
motoreycle driven or operated upon 
any street shall be provided with 
adequate brakes and with a suitable 
horn for giving warnjng or signal 
of its approach, but no person shall 
use upon any automobile or other 
vehicle, a whistle or warning signal 
working on or from exhaust of 
motor or a warnir': siznal similar 
to that used by the fire or police 
departments of this city. Every 
motor vehicle belng driven or oper- 
ated on any street within the city 
limits shall be provided during the 
period of one hour after sunset to 
one hour before sunrise with at 
least two lamps on the front, the 
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lic¢ht of such front lamps to be 
visible two hundred feet in the 
direction in which such motor vehi- 
cle is passing. There shall alao be 
provided one rear light from which 
“hall be displayed a red licht visi- 
ble from the rear at least two hun- 
dred feet, and a white lizht, the 
rays of which shall shine upon the 
number piate carried on the rear of 
such vehicle. Every motor vehicle 
or other vehjcle equipped with and 
using electric forward lights upon 
the streets of said city shall be pro- 
Vided and cquinped with sume prac- 
tical device whereby the forward 
lights may be dimmed or leasencd at 
the will of the driver or operator 
to such an extent that such electric 
lithts or the reflection will not jn- 
terfere with the sight of nor tem- 
porarily blind the vision of the 
driver or operator approaching. 
Motoreycles and bicycles shall be 
required to display but one lizhted 
lamp on the front of said motor 
vyecle or bicyele, visible at least one 
hundred feet in the direction in 
which it is headed. The said lizht 
shall also display the number there- 
on in such manner that when Iight- 
vd the number may be read at a 
distance of fifty feet. 

Section 9 The officers and men 
of the fire department ond fire 
patrol with their appare'tis of all 
kinds, when going to or on duty at, 
or returning from a fl": and the 
officers and men and vehi-'ss of the 
police department. and “!' ambul- 
nnces, shall have the right of way in 
any street and through env proces- 
sion, except over vehic'cs carrying 
Uinited States mail. Upon seeing or 
hearings the approach :«f the fire 
department, strect cars hall stop 
until such apparatus sholl have 
passed, and all other vehirles shall 
draw to the side of the street and 
es until such apparatus has pass- 
ed. 

Section 10, Any vehicle passin 
Alone the street car track shall, 
moon the sirnal of the approaching 
street car, immediately leave the 
same, No atreet car shall stop 
within five feet of the strect car 
ahead, unless directed by a traffic 
oMcer to stop closer, No street car 
shall stop on any crosswalk. 

Section 11. It shall be unlawful 
for any person io hitch onto, or ret 
into, or take passage in any vehicle 
which ia passine throvneh or upon 
any of the streets of thia cjty with- 
wut the consent of the driver or 
operator of such vehicle. In care 
of an accident to or collision with 
any person, vehicle or property up- 
onoanyv public streets, parks or park- 
wayaof the city, due to the driving 
or operation thereupon of any vehi- 
ele, the person driving such vehicle 
chall stop and give such reasonable 
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“Assjstance as can be peiven, and 
shall, upon the request of the per- 
fon injured, or any other person, 
tive his name and address, and if 
not the owner of such vehicle, the 
name and address of such owner, 
He shall also notify the police de- 
partment of such accident as soon 
as possible thercafter. 

Section 12. Any vehicle used for 
delivery purposes and not requiring 
a@ license shall have the name of the 
owner printed upon it or otherwise 
shown thereon for the purpose of 
identification. 

Section 13, No traction engine or 
tractor, having lugs attached to its 
wheels, shall be run over, be pro- 
pelled or operated upon any asphalt 
paved atreet within the city. Gefore 
proceeding to run over, propel of 
operate any traction engine or 
tractor, having lugs attached to its 
wheels, over any pavement other 
than asphalt, the owner must re- 
ceive a written permit from the 
chief of police, which permit shall 
designate the route to be traversed. 
subject to such rules as the chief 
of police shall deem proper. 

Section 14. All vehicles must give 
aspecial care in drifping in and 
around parks and near school 
houses. 

Section 15. Bvery vehicle carry- 
ing any pole, pipe or other articles 
which extends more than three feet 
beyond the rear of said vehicle, 
shall have attached to the end of 
naid pole, pipe or other article a 
white cloth or other suitable warn- 
ins signal. 

Section 16. No person riding a 
motorcycle equipped for but one 
Passenger shall allow or carry an 
additional passenger on such motor- 
cycle, 

Section 17. No vehicle equipped 
with chains or other metal non-skid 
contrivance on its wheels shall be 
driven upon the streets of the city 
unless such streets be slippery oar 
eovered with ice or anow. 

Section 18 No vehicle shall tow 
more than one other disabled vehi- 
cle or trailer, and the towine ¢on- 
nections shall not be longvr than 
sixteen feet. 

Section 19. <All vehicles approarch- 
ing a street on which street cars 
re operating, shall come to a full 
stop before entering upon such 
street. On other ¢ftreet crossings 
the vehicle approaching from the 
right shall have the right of woy. 

Section 20. The control of vehi- 
cular and pedestrian traffic [In the 
streets shall be under the mana'tre- 
ment of the board of police and tire 
commirsioners, through their chivf 
und subordinate police officer, who 
Fhall be charged with the duty of 
the enforcement of this ordinance. 
Whenever such board or officers 
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shall deem it advisable for the pub- 
lic safcty or convenience temporaril- 
lv tu close any atrect or part of 
streets to vehicnlar traffic, or to 
divert traffle therefrom, or to divert 
or direct the course of pedestrian 
traffic, such department shalT have 
power and authority so to do, 

Section 21. No vehicle shall be 
driven or operated on any street or 
portion of a street that is closed 
to traffic by the order of the board 
of police and fire commissioners or 
its subordinate officers or while 
closed for the purpose of repair or 
construction. 

Section 22. It shall be the duty 
of the owner, or any person in 
charge, of public stables, garages, 
und other places where vehicles of 
aunyv descriplion are kept for hire, or 
persons Keeping and operating de- 
livery wagons, trucks and other 
similar vehicles, to keep a copy of 
this ordinance conspicuously posted 
in such stable, ~parage, or place of 
business. 

Section 22-4. Any vehicle ap- 
proaching the intersection of Mich- 
iman avenue and Washington avenue 
shall continue on its course through 
eaid streets without making a right 
or left turn at said intersection. 

Section 23. Any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall upon convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollara, 
and in the default of the payment 
of such fine, such person or per- 
sons shall be imprisoned in the city 
jail, county jail, or any workhouse 
in the state authorized by law to 
receive prisoners, not to exceed 
ninety days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 

Section 24. All ordinances, or 
parts of ordinances, inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed.

sixteen ounces or thirty-two ounces, 
uvoirdupois weight, ta vach loaf, anil 
it is unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to sell or offer for 
sale or attempt to sell or deliver or 
offer to deliver or attempt to de- 
liver, a loaf of bread, unless it con- 
tains the amount of bread herein 
required and no more. When tres 
commonly known ts “twin” lonves 
or “multiple” loaves, is baked, each 
unit of the loaf shall conform to the 
weight required by this act; Pro- 
vided, however, that a’ variation or 
tolerance of one qunce in execss or 
one ounee in deficiency per pound 
fur the weights provided for in this 
act be allowed. The weights herein 
specitied shall be construed to tenn 
net weight, at any time within eight 
hours after the same shall have been 
aold or offered for sale, and pro- 
vided further, that when any nllow- 
anee In the welght shall lw elaine], 
on account of any brend having been 
sold or offered for sale more thin

ln keeping with the sume thie 
levislature in 1909 passed what is 
known as The Home Kule <Act, 
setting forth certain things that 
every charter must make  provis- 
ions for among which ts publication 
of ordinances before they beconive 
operative. But in all instances, It 
hins left the same to the city «au- 
tharities to make provision as to 
how the publication sliall Vee moaihe 

In 19195 our City framed tui 
adopted its Charter by a vote of the 
peopie, whieh charter is in full force 
and effect nt the present time, and 
we must, therefore, look to our 
Charter for information as to how 
publicatlon of notices should = he 
made, 

MeQuillan on Municipal torporiu. 
tions Sec. 699, says: "The charter 
method of publleation of bye-laws, 
ordinances and proceedings of the 
legislative body should be followed." 
So as atited we must follow’ the 
method and procecding os laid dewn 
in our charter, 

Sec, 69 of our charter rends, as 
follows: "Whenever the city council 
is required by law ta make pulilice- 
tion of notices, resolutions or pro- 
cecdings, in one or more newspa- 
pers of the city, it shall he deemed 
sufficient to publish the same in 
any daily or weekly newspaper pul-

lished in the City, or publication 
may he made hy posting on the 
three city bulletin hoards in each 
ward. In every cuse when publica- 
tion is made by posting or other- 
wise, proof thereof shall he — filed 
with the City Clerk,” 

It would appear upon its face 
Fron: the foregoing Section of the 
charter that any and all matters 
mleht be published by posting upon 
fhe lulletin hoards and the same 
would be sufficient howeevr, we find 
tertein propositions that is re- 
quired to be published in the news- 
paper, us well as upon the bulletin 
hoards; as fur instance, Sec. 17 of 
the charter, which relates to the 
notices of election Where it says: 
“Said notices shall he published 
onee in wud daily newspaper printed 
im circulated in said city, and 
posted on the three bulletin bourds 
in wich ward effected thereby," 

Also Seu. T41 of the charter which 
Provides among other things for the 
meeting of the Board of Ilteview 
for the purpose of equalizing the 
nssensment rolls: “Notice of the 
fime and place of any meeting of 
said board, for the purpose afore- 
said shall be given by the City 
Clerk, by publication in one or more 
of the newspupers of the city and 
by posting netives on the city bulle- 
tin toards in each ward.” 

Also Sec. 407 of the charter, which 
section refers to Public Utilities 
Franchises and the voting opon the 
question, says: “The city clerk shall 
itis give notice of such elections 
by publishing the same in a news- 
paper of @eneral circulation in the 
vity, for at least once a Week for 
iwo weeks previous to such elec- 
tion,” 

Also See, 118 of the chater which 
provides for the disposition uf 
atolen praperty after it comes into 
the hands of the officers and is un- 
vlalmed, where it sa¥vs: “As shall 
then retain unelwimed in the suid 
office of the Justice of the Peace, 
immediately thereafter to Eive 
notice for four weeks in one of the 
eubiiie newspapers printed in said 
eliv." 

[It will thus he observed = that 
While Section 6% of the charter pro- 
vides, that notices nnd soforth may 
be published by placings same upon 
hulletin boards, we have these other 
sections of the charter, which J have 
referred to ,which require that the 
notices of the same shall not only 
be published by placing the sume 
Hpen the hulletin boards, but also 
by publication in the newspapers, 
and there are other sections which 
require that other matters he ypulb- 
lishwul in the neswpapers, and 1 am 
of the opinion Lhat it wonld be un- 
safe to ignore these sections of 
the charter that require the said 
notices to be published in the news- 
papers, In facet, While the different 
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sections seem to be somewhat in 
contlict, the rule of law in relation 
to publication is, that the Statute 
should be followed literally. 

In conclusion I wish to say that 
the sections referred to as recquirings 
Publication in newspapers, and any 
other sections of the coarter whieh 
require that the same be published 
in the newspapers, should be strictly
